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DETAILED ACTION 

Acknowledgment is made of the receipt of the preUminary amendments filed on 1/25/01. 
Claims 1-18 are currently pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed pubhcation in this or a foreign country or in pubUc use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of appUcation for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1 and 6-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hakkers et 
al. (US 5,428,214) (hereinafter referred to as 'Hakkers')- 

Hakkers teaches a contactlessly operating electronic responder card having 
recesses 12 and 13 for receiving an integrated electronic circuit chip (col. 2, line 60- col. 4, line 
24). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 2-5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the Umitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 
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4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: the 
qualifying prior art of record, either alone or in combination thereof, fails to 

5. teach or fairly suggest an optical visual authentication mark applied to the second side of 
the substrate, so as to remain visible after packaging into the chip carrier module and after 
assembly of the chip carrier module with the support. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Fries et al. (US 6,375,083) teach a smart card. 

Prancz (US 6,170,880) teaches a data carrier with a module and a hologram. 
Wilm et al. (US 6,190,942) teach a method and connection arrangement for producing a 
smart card.
